Heart, and a particular Precepr of not 
eating the Fruit of the Tree of Know- 
ledge of Good and Evil, as a Cove- 
nant of Works, by which he bound 
him 2nd all his -Poſterity to perſonal, 
entire, exaCt, and perpetual Obedience, 
promiſed Lite upon the fulfilling, and 
threatned Death upon the breach of it, 
and indued him with Power ry Abi-

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II. 


This Law fo written in the Heart, 
continued to- bea perfe& Rule of Righ- 
teouſneſs after the Fall of Man, and was 
delivered by God upon Mount Sia; 
in Ten Commandments, and written 
in two Tables; the four firſk Com- 
mandments containing our Duty to- 
wards God, and the other {ix our Du- 
ty to Man.

Beſide this Law commonly called 
Moral, God was pleaſed to give to the 
People of 1ſrae! Ceremonial Laws, con- 
taining ſeveral Typical Ordinances, 
partly of Worſhip, prefiguring. Chriſt, 
his Graces, Actions, Sufferings and Be- 
nefits, and partly holding forth divers 
Inſtru&ions of Moral Darties : All which 
Ceremonial Laws being appointed on- 
ly to the time of Reformation, are by 
| Jeſus 
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Jeſis Chriſt the true Mefſhiah and only 
Law-giver, who was furniſhed with 
Power from the Father for that end, 
abrogated and taken away.

To them alſo he gave ſundry: Jadi-

Although erue Behevers be not un- 


der the Law, as a Covenant of Works, 
ro be thereby juſtified or condemned 3; 
yet It is of great Uſe to them as well 
as to others, in that, as a Rule of Life, 
informing them of the Will of God, 
and their Duty, it dire&ts and binds 
them to walk accordingly, diſcover- 
ing alſo the ſinfyl Pollutions of their 
Nature, Hearts and Lives, ſo as exami- 
ning themſelves thereby, they may come 
to. farther Conviction of Humiliation 
for, and hatred againſt Sin, together 
with a clearer fight of the need they 
have of Chriſt, and the PerfeQion of 
his Obedience. It 1s likewiſe of uſe to 
the Regenerate, to reſtrain their Cor- 
ruptions, in that it forbids Sin, and 
the threatnings of it ſerve to ſhew what 
even their Sins deſerve, and what Afﬀii- 
ions 1n this Life they may expect for 

them, 
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them, although freed from the Curſe 
thereof threatned 10 the Law. The Pro- 
miſes of it in hke ,manner ſhew them 
God's Approbation of Obedience, and 
what Bleſſings they may expe upon the 
Performance thereof, although not as 
due to them by the Law, as'a Cove- 
nant of Works; fo as a Mans doing 
Good, and refraining from Evil, be- 
cauſe the Law encourageth to the one, 
and deterreth from the other, '1s no 
Evidence of his being under the ws 
and not under Grace.
